Gus was a pretty good guy, all right.

ROM the printing shop window I watched 
the dead wagon as It drovo slowly down 
tho prison yard out through tho juto mill 
gata and climbed tho winding path toward 


the convict camotery on the hill. 
As the wagon 


with Its dead freight passed tho stona quarry, work 
was temporarily suspended while the prisoners fol- 
lowed it with their eyes until it wns lost to view 
around a curve In tho road a short distance ahead. 
The driver^ accompanied by an armed guard, urged 
his horses faster up tho steep grade as they passed 


1 tho dynamite shanty, near the summit, evidently 
anxious to finish his unwelcome task. Arriving at 
its destination, a rough plno coffin was gently re- 
moved from tho wagon by tho convict grave-diggers 
and lowered to Its last resting place. 
A Catholic 


priest,, who had arrived from San Rafael, read the 
burial service for the dead over the open grave, then 
it was filled in. A drab-colored wooden slnb, upon 
which was painted in largo black letters the dead 
convict's prison number—27832—was driven Into 
tho earth and the ceremony of burlr.l ended. Xeithcr 
relatives nor friends were present to mourn Dopey's 
death. He died as he had lived—a friendless out- 
cast, with a prison number liymbollca! of his degra- 
dation and disgrace, as his epitaph. 


My first meeting with Dopey took place in tho 


tubercular ward of the hospital, a few months be- 
fore his death, where we were patients. 
He was 


doing five years for burglary, as a second-termer. 
Rough, uncouth and poorly-educatc-d, a product of 
parental indifference and neglect though he was, he 
had a heart of gold. Little more than a mere youth 
In years, his coarse- way of living had left its indel- 
ible Imprint upon his features, so that ho appeared 
older than he actually- was. 
He bad a queerly- 


' twiated faca. Which gave him a forbidding aspect. 
was tall and stoop-shouldered and thin to the point 
of emaciation, and his voice carried a peculiar, rasp- 
Ins tone which was unpleasant to the ear. 
Dopey 


wan not In the beauty clnss by any means. Though 
hia personality wns displeasing, dally association 
With him gradually obliterated it from my mind 
and a genuine regard for him resulted. 


Aa our friendship ripened. Dopey scr:me<l to find 


pleasure in relating to me personal experiences of 
hia past. 
He had not, ft- eccmc-d, come in touch 


;fv with the fihc'jr sldu of life, ljut had fallen heir to 


tho harsh and brutal sldo where ignorance and 
stealth were teachers. The sweet and gentle influ- 
ences of a happy home llfo hiwl been dented him. 
I-fo was, to use his own expression, "dragged 
up." 


His environment had been physically and morally 
unclean and no one was sufficiently interested in 
his welfare to teach him differently or elevate him 
above it. No ono cared. 
As he struggled through 


boyhood his only guides were his appetites and Im- 
pulses, often vicious, and to these ho entered re- 
gardless of method. As a criminal Ills exploits were 
not of a brilliant or remarkable caliber. 
Ho was 


no 
genius 
In his line. 
Sherlock Holmes would 


doubtless have been 
disgusted with his lack- of 


finesse 
us a burglar. 
Kyrlo 
Bellow would 
have, 


passed him up in scorn as a rank amateur, for his 
"work" was coarse and crude. 
Homeless, 
often 


hungry, sick at heart as well as in body, his picture 
In the rogues' gallery, thereby rendering him a 
con- 


stant prey for the police, a menace to himself aa 
well as to society, ho prowled and shuffled through 
life in tho wrong direction. 


One evening as \vc sat on his bed in the tuber- 


cular ward, discussing things In general, our 
con- 


versation drifted towards tho reclvlcllsts, prisoners 
who retm-n for a second or third "jolt." 
Hoping to 


obtain his views along that particular line t inquired 
what he 
intended doing when big term 
expired, 


what his prospects were for the future. 
But I was 


not quite prepared for the verbal explosion which . 
followed my remark. 


-Do," 
he wruthfiilly exclaimed. 
"Do? 
What foil 


do yuh expect me to ilo? 
I,lvo on me Income? 


Why, 
I'll prowl (burglarize) uv course, that's what 


I'll do. I'm not nut enough to believe I'll go straight, 
The "btillK1 (police) will take good cave uv that. 
J 


tried a couple uv times to go .straight. but It wux 
no use, 
tlu-y wouldn't stand for It." 


When I protested that he ought not to harbor 


f<u<:h intentions, but instead try onc« more to live 
nn honotu life, he looked sii me scornfully nnd with 
rising wrath, continued irritably:

an 'ex-con' Is up against when he leaves 'stir?' 
You're a first-timer and haven't had to buck tha 
game yet. Let me tell yuh this, kid, once yur. pic- 
ture's in the rogues' gallery yur a marked 
guy, 


that's all. 
Why, .'before a 'eon' leaves 'here the bujla. 


get a line on him, no matter how Ions he's been In. 
A month before his discharge his picture is sent. to. 
police headquarters along with his record. There's 
always a bull or two waitin' at the ferry building- to 
give yuh the onco over when yuh step oft the boat. 
They know you're comln' out and wait fer yuh. 
Your clothes would give yuh away, anyhow. They're 
prison made and look it. 
ATot only that, but stool 


pigeons In tho pay of the .police are always ready 
to Up yuh off to the bulls. And if a 'trick' is pulled 
off in. your neighborhood the 'ex-con' is generally 
the first, one to be pinched for It. There's nuttin' 
to it, kldy you've got no chance, once the bulls xget 
yer, number— none a-tall." 


His earnestness was so apparently sincere and his 


manner so convincing that a feeling: of hot Indigna- 
'tlou surged through me at such unfair tactics on 
the -part of the police. With It came faar and ap- 
prehension for my own future. Would I, too, be 
subjected to the same treatment when-my time exj 


pired? 
I refused to believe it, and endeavored to. 


stifle the uneasiness within me, but .could not.- Subr 
sequently I learned from other sources that what 
Dopey stated was partly true, that a number .vo£ 
prisoners who hud returned for a second "jolt" un- 
derwent a; similar experience upon their release, and 
that many of the first-termers secretly feared a like 
fate when they should leave. 
• 


As Dopey and I sat on his bed that night he euro 


mo a chapter out of his -life that Is vibrant with 
human interest and desperate struggle. 
One that 


Is Uff'y and sordid, perhaps^ but, nevertheless, an In- 
tensely human document. It Is not my purpose to 
arraign society, or the police, for their part in his 
life. Neither is it my Intention to draw up an alibi 
for him, nor make of him a martyr, or heroic fig- 
ure, persecuted justly or unjustly. 
I hold no brief 


for him. 
But I will tell you his story' as he told 


It to me, and you nyiy form your own conclusions 
concerning his attempt at self-regeneration. At any 
rate it will give you some idea of what an ex-con- 
vict frequently has to contend with. 
Shortly after 


our conversation I was discharged from tho hospi- 
tal, cured. 
Tho excellent medical treatment, com- 


bined with nutritious food ond abundance of fresh 
air and sunshine, restored my health. 
But Dopey 


was too far advanced in the disease to hope for a 
euro, and a few months later he died. Here is his 
story: 
t 


"Before I got my first 'jo!t' I had flirted with this 


joint a. couple uv' times but the 'bulls' (police) 
llnally landed me nml 1 got a 'flv' {live yuars) for 
prowlln'. 
I was little more than a kid then and 


had the 'con,' but not as bad as I have now. I had 
no friends to help me get out on parole, so I had 
to do three years nnd seven months solid. When 
my 'bit' was up, I wns about all in, believe me. I 
had mndc up my mind to go straight, for I'd had 
ail the prison life I wanted. 
During the years I 


was here I saw hundreds of guys cnme back for a 
second jolt, some of 'em I knowed. They told me 
about what I would be up ag-ainst when I got out, 
but I thought they wuz soreheads because they 
couldn't make good. For that reason I didn't pay 
much attention, to their mournful cry. 
When they 


-said T 'would be put about six months and then come 
back for another bit, I laughed at 'em. 
But they 


knew what they were . talking about, all right, as 
you will ECO later. 


"When my day for release came at last, I was 


dressed In n prison-made suit of clothes and shoes 
and a hand-me-down lid. They gave me live bucks 
nnd told me to beat it. 
I did — beat it out in tho 


pouring ram, without-a benny (overcoat) of mush 
(umbrella) to protect me. Jt wns Iti December and 
cv*>Id a* won aa raining. Say, when th« rain * truck 


that suit a few times It was all off. It soon got 
wrinkled and shapeless. 
By the time I reached 


Frisco it looked as If I'd slept In it all night, and, 
Relievo me, I felt about as rotten as the suit looked. 
Tho marks of the ex-con were written all over me 
and I wuz wise to it; People on the boat gave me 
the 'up and down' so often I got sore and sneaked 
Into tho gents' toilet so as to get out uv their way, 
and stayed in there till the boat landed. 
Then I 


came out and followed the mob. . Just when I 
stepped Into tho Ferry building I heard some one 
say, 'Hello, Dopey!' and there, within two feet of 
me, stood the two bulls who. had nailed (arrested) 
me almost four years ago. My heart dropped down 
to my boots, for I thought sure I would be nailed 
again. 
But they made -no move toward me, so I 


gave them a hard-boiled look a,nd breezed by with- ' 
out saying a word. 
. 


I beat it up the 'main stem'. (Market street) until 


I reached a saloon owned by a guy I usetl to know. 
Gin-mill keepers and bartenders were about the 
only kind uv- guys I knowed, outside of yeggs, 
prowlers and dips, so'it was only natural I, should 
go.where me friends were. They wuz in me own 
class and understood me. : Well, when I reached 
the gin-mill, Gus, the barte~nd'er, knowed me and 
gaVe me the glad hand arid'a couple uv shots .uv 
booze. When I "laid down'me "five spot to buy the. 
shoved it away—said it 'wuz counterfeit- 
were pnL him. 
He knowed I wuz ju'st out of jstir1' and askeii me 
about some guys he knowed-over here. When we 
got through talkin' I walked over -to a table' by the 
warm.stove and, sat down. A^couPle of ex's were 
sitting there whom I knowed-arid w» chewed'the 
I'ag- about the fellers over here,we were, acquainted

While we wuz talkin' In 'bio"wed the two bulls I 


had seen at the ferry.' They had finally located me. 
They dog-eyed me for .a second, then came over to 
where I sat, and one of them-.said, 'Just out, .eh, 
.kid? 1 just like tliat. • I nodded me head as I dog- 
eyed 'em back.. He wanted to know where me pal 
wuz hanging'out, .but-I wouldn't'talk. 
When he 


-realized that,'he suddenly walloped me on the jaw. 


I took the count and went-to the floor. I had'been 


out of here only" about four hours, when that'hap- 
pened, so I got beat up pretty damn, soon, didn't I? 
Those bulls were sore, at me because when they had 
pinched .riie nearly four years before I had turned 


/me pal out, and they hadn't forgotten it. 
They 


thought I knowed where-me pal .wuz hanging out, 
. but I didn't. I wouldn't uv; told.'em If I'did. 


When I came to," the bulls were gone, so Gus and 


I had another- drink together-—I broke me five" case 
note this time—and:'I' beat it to. a bed house and 
.pounded me ear-till abput 6- o'clock. .When I woke 
up I ate a two-bit meal, then blew over to the coast, 
for I didn't know .where else to go. My mother and 
father croaked--when X wuz ,a kid and I didn't have 
a home to go to. I bummed, around .the .coast for. 
a few days,-"looking for, a job. My money, .melted 
soon, bu-t I could always -get a drink whenever I 


: wanted one,_for most-all the barkeeps in the joints 
where'l.'hung out k'nowed I wuz a. thief and me 
credit for booze wuz O. K. They knowed' I would 
-pay what I owed when. I 'turned a trick''-and got 
some dough.' The third, day I saw a sign, 'Waiter 
Wanted,' in a- cheap eatiri- house in Pacific street, 
and went in and asked for the job. I got it. '. But 
'all,there wuz In It for me wuz memeals and what 
tifcs 1 could pick up: VBiit pickin's were poor.1 The 
job lasted four days; then I got canned. Tlie next 
day I got another job, .helping around a store, and 


• was flred from that'on the second day. 
The boss 


refused to pay what'W.uz comin' to me because I 


v,hadn't told him I wuz an ex-con. 
Of course, I 


hadn't told him. If: I told a guy I wuz an 'ex' I'd 
never gat a job. -'But I could not do anything-to get 
my wages, so had to let It go at that. I begged the 
boss for a buck (dollar), but the stingy nut slipped 
me only four bits and pushed me out the door. Why! 
you'd think I had smallpox or somethin' the way he 
handed me the coin.

TBAIEED AGAIN. 


Then I got wise. The bulls had found out I wuz 


working In" both those places and had tipped the boss 
that I wuz an ex-con, so they had fired me. What 
-the fellers had told me before I went.but wuz comin' 
true, yuh see! But I had to stand for it. Because 
I was friendless and an 'ex1 I had no standing In the 
community, and if I had made a complaint to the 
police it' would have done no good for the same 
reason. I have to laugh now when J.think what a 
chump I wu<! then to believe I would have a chance 
to go straight. Chance! Why, I didn't even have a 
good look at one once the bulls started after me. 
And, on the level, I wanted to go straight. 
I had 


even turned down an offer to 'work' with a couple 
of swell prowlers who were busln' in joints and 
making all kinds uv easy money. Those fellers gave 
me the laugh and s'aid I wuz a boob to think I could 
go straight or hold down an honest job while the 
_bulls were on my trail. I knew they were talkin' 
turkey, all right, but I determined to walk the 
straight and narrow path as long <xs I could. 


"I borrowed live bucks from one uv those prowl- 


ers and blew out to the Mission and rented a cheap 
room by tho week. I thought I would be safe out 
that way because I was. a stranger, and when the 
bulls found out I had quit the coast, and the old 
gang, they would let -me alone. But no such luck. 
The second day after I had moved out there the 
landlady from whom I rented the room stopped me 
as I wuz leaving the house and told me to 'get- out 
uv here, yuh scum; I'll have no ex-convicts In me 
bouse.' 
I got out. 
I had no baggage, except a 


soiled sbirt, a couple of collars and a pair of socks, 
so I hadn't much to move. Though I had paid" the 
landlady two dollars In advance, she didn't give as 
much as a jitney back. 
I certainly wuz in tough 


luck, all right. Everybody seemed to be'sore on ine 
wherever I went. After that I slept at night wherever 
I could find a place to hide. I wuz suspicious of 
every guy I met, thinking he might be a stool 
pigeon, for T felt sure one of those birds wuz on my 
trail and tipping l'ic bulls where J went to. 


"Just about when I wuz about ready to give up 


.nnd take a chance nt anything crooked to make a 
•piece of change I got n job as porter in a saloon In 
Mission street. The work was light, cleaning around 
the Joint and things like that, and I wuz B<HUng 


along fine and dandy when in the afternobu of the 
fourth day, about 3 .o'clock, in walked'the bull who 
had slammed me on the jaw the day I got put of 
San Quenttn. I wuz pollshin1 the footr'all when he 
came In. 
He saw me, stepped to the bar and 


ordered a drink. Through the mirror I saw him 
speak IPW to the bartender and npd his head in my 
direction. Then r knew it wuz all off with my nice 
job and free lunch. 
Sure, I had been feeding on 


the free lunch, since I got the job. 
When the bull 


finished his drink he walked' out, dog-eyeing me on 
the >vay. A few' minutes later the boss (who hap- 
pened to be the bartender at the time) told me.he 
'would have'to can me because he had heard I was 
just out uv prison and wuz a-desperate-character, 
waiting for-a" chance to rob his joint. Uv course I 
knew the bull had told him. that, arid I told him so. 
'Then I told him. how I wuz sure enough just out of 
-prison, but wuz hot a desperate .guy,' but a poor 
boob who was' trying to live straight. I explained 
"to him how I had been canned from the* two jobs I 
had and how I had ;to- leave- the roorhlng-house on 
account of the bulls Koun'dln' me. 
.

;"I, talked to-that feller,like "a Dutch uncle, with 


tears In me eyes; but, though he seemed to hesitate- 
about firin' me-after he had listened to what.I-sald, 
he canned me just the same; He said he would like 
to Keep me on the job if "he could) because he didn't 
think I wuz as black as I had been painted, "but he 
couldn't do it. The bulls would, he said, get sore on 
him and he couldn't afford to have»that happen. It 
would not be healthy for his business. 
Gee, I wuz 


sure sore, but not'at the.boss, for he wuz the only 
feller who showed a desire to help me I riad met 
since I left prison. He'wuz one fine guy, believe me. 
I got me hat and coat and he gave me ten bucks, 
four more than wuz comln' to me. We shoolt hands 
and I went on me way, 
," / 


"That night I g'ot'soused. I was/so\siclz and dis- 


couraged with^f'allare I didn't give a' rap--what hap- 
pened. Did yuh ever feel that^way? Didlyuh ever 
feel so rotten, blue that yuh wished yuh, wuz dead, 
•when, everything- .yuh "tried- to' do., went 'wrong and 
yuh felt fneridless-and alone? Did yuh? , .Well,-that 
is.how I felt that night; It seemed there wuz'riojuse 
trym' to be on the level. Everybody wu^ against 
me) and wouldn't give mo c, chance. 
The bit "of 


freedom I had 'tasted good, little as it wuz, and iC 
somebody had only given me .a chance .at some kind, 
any kind, of honest .work I would have been."On the 
level \vith him. "I would have worked me fingers 
to' the bone for him. 


"1 "drlftecV.into one, ?aloon arid .then, another that 


night, and kept on drinking. I wanted to forget, and 
that was-the only way I knew,_how to do it. I was 
\\eakjirid sickly and it didn't {take much liquor to 
make meVdrunk. I don't remember just" how it hap- 
pened, but somehow I got in aj'tangle with a strange 
guy arid didn't remember anything until I woke up 
In the.statlpn house the next njprnlnr,"charged with 


- assault. I-w.uz a_slght, and looked.as'If I had been 
•through a tljreshin' machine. :Mji face; wuz cut and 
bloody, one eye wuz closed and :rny coat wuz torn. 
"In that condition I wuz taken, to court.r; The feller 
who complained I had punched-him wuz there, but 
ho: hadn't been pinched arid'; didn't have a mark oii 
him, but the judge flicln't seem to 'notice- that.- I 
told the judge I,didn't remember punching the feller, 
but..he .said I did, and that wuz enough. What I 
said didn't count. 
The judge bawled me but and 


sentenced me to ninety days;in* the county jail. On 
the, way the bull .who had caused me to lose my job 
stood and.grinned at me as I" passed'him, but didn't, 
speak. But I did,.-and what I said wouldn't sound 
well in a Sunday-school, believe me." ; 


"When I^came out of the county jail I didn't /have 


as much as a jitney In my Jeans and my spirit wuz 
about as low as my bankroll. I went back _to the 
. coast—walked it. It wuz the only place_, I knew 
where I could possibly get a few dollars. 
I "wuz 


• hungry most uv the time and slept wherever I could. 


The opportunity to earn a bit of change became 
hartier and harder, but I stuck it out as best I could. 
I .wuz out of jail one week when I got a. job in a 
cheap lodging-house as a sort of Janitor. It looked 
good to me, for I .was pretty much ail in for want 
of food and a place to sleep. 
But the-same old 


" thing happened over again. I wuz fired. When the 


guy ,who run the place told me I wuz a liilef and 
wuz tryln' to rob his joint, and wuz an ex-con, I 
knew where it had come from. The job lasted only^ 
two days. 
That wuz the last straw, kid. 
I wuz 


through with the straight and narrow road. There 
wuz nothin' in it for me. I tried hard, damn hard, 
to live straight, but yuh can see what chance I had. 
It wuz cither starve or steal' with me; I wasn't 
allowed to do honest work, so I chose to steal. If 
I attempted, to panhandle on the street,! would.be 
pinched. 
:

"What fell else wuz there for me to do. but steal? 


I had to eat and sleep and'it required dough to do- 
so. I wuz still a human being, even though an. 
ex-con, and human beings have to eat. 
I had no 


friends to help me, or borrow money from to get by 
on, except underworld characters like' meself, and 
they had all they could do to attend to their %own 
problem of living. I had no "square shooter" (hon- 
est) friends who would, help me to get an honest Job. 
Most of the guys,''who were my friends have done 
time, or arc or, their way. 
Yuh can't beat the 


crooked game; it's bound to land yuh in prison 
sopner or later, and it's a wise geek who wakes, up 
to that fact In time. If I live out my bit I'll have to 
face the same old difficulties again. That's why I 
don't care half the time whether I live it out or not. 
Stll!, I.would like to have one more taste of free- 
dom^-Just one more, out in the country somVvhere, 
where people wouldn't know I wtiz an ex-con .and 
would give me a chance to go straight. 


"My intellect may be weak, my will power may be 


small, and I may never have another chance, but I 
sure get one swell kick from the knowledge that 1 
tried ns harti and as long as I did to go straight. 
But the undertow wuz too strong. 
It pulled and 


tugged until I wuz too weak to resist any longer. 
Then r turned the 'caper' (burglarized) that'sent 
me back here. Back for keeps, too, I guess, for -1 
had a qouplc uv bad hemorrhages lately, chance! 
Why, 1 didn't have an much chance aa a .cur d«». 
The cards were stacked, the bulls sat in: th« game, 
and I wuz the sucker,"

In the second degree. 


Thomas P. Hayden, Missouri gunman, has-at last 


entered the prison doors. In the past fifteen years 
he had by the menace of his shooting irons held a 
neighborhood in awo. 
To the annals of crime in 


California he has added an unparalleled story, tho 
opening chapters of which tell ot wedding bells, 
whllo the end of ths intense narratlvo ooncJiiuea 
with eleven murders, eight convicts, unnumbered 
"gun brushes" and a. constant, avowed and wanton 
disregard for law and order.

But this last trial of Hayden, It is believed, ends 


this txventy-flve-year reign of crime. At 67 years of 
age, this grizzled feudlst offered his wonderful 'story 
to' that society he has so long held In contempt. 
During th«''years of his activities the state law re- 
porters have transcribed case after case In which 
the gang has figured. And what the jury and hang- 
man left undone, marriage and' death have finished. 


THE TRIAL STAKTS. 


When Hayden's case was called by Superior Judge 


James W. Bartlett, Monday morning, May 22, 1911, 
tho little courthouse at Weaverville was packed.

"It is for these reasons that juries are seen to 


deliver verdicts of which each individual juror would 
disapprove; that parliamentary assemblies adopt 
laws and measures of which each of "their members 
would disapprove in his own person. . Taken sep- 
arately, .the men of the Convention of Franca were 
enlightened citizens of peaceful habits. Taken as a 
crowd, they did not hesitate to give their adhesion 
to the most savage proposals, to guillotine individuals 
most clearly innocent, and contrary to their inter- 
ests, to renounce their inviolability and to decimate 
themselves. 
Crowds are as incapable of willing as 


of thinking for any length of time. 
• 


"Crowds are susceptible and lend easily to eug^es- 


-tion. As is the case with all persons under the in- 
fluence of suggestion, the idea which haa entered 
the brain tends to transform itself into an act. 
Whether the act is that of setting fire to a place, 
or involves a self-sacrifice, a crowjl lends ;itself to 
it with, equal facility. All will depend on tho nature 
of the exciting cause, and no longer, as In. the case 
of the isolated individual, or the relations existing 
between the act suggested and the sum total of the 
reasons which may be urged against its realization." 


Perhaps, then, the reason why over 3000 persona 


were unable to find seats was due to the psychology- 
of the crowd which has been explained by Professor 
Le Bon. It might be also that advertising had a 
considerable influence on the people, but authorities 
on. advertising say that it is successful to USQ the 
psychology, of the crowd in advertising. Advertising 
authorities are of the opinion that the crowd ia 
susceptible, and there again the psychology ot the 
crowd enters into the question.

"COLIiIiCTIVE MINDS." 
" "The most striking pecuJarity presented by a psy- 
chological crowd is that whoever in the Individuals 


..-.that compose it, however like or unlike be their mode 
'-'of -lif«, their occupation, their character or their in- 


• ielllgence. the fact that they have been transformed 


into a crowd puts them^ln possession of a sort of 
•collective mind which makes them feel, think, and 


" 'act in a manner quite different from that In which 


each individual of them would feel, think, and act 
'were he-in a state of isolation," Lc Bon said. 


Le Bon Ja also of the opinion that crowds never 


" accomplish anything demanding a high decree of 
;" intelligence due to tho fact that they possess in 


common ordinary qualities and do not rise above tho 
' average level of intelligence. Although, he admits, 


"there might be, geniuses and slo wthlnkcrs arsons 


^•'the" members of the crowd. It is the medium of 
•' intelligence that regulates the actions and 'causes 
' new characteristics to come Into existence. 
tvn-VIif the iKulviduiIe of a crowd confined themselves 
* W putUaf in common the ordinary qualities ot which 


each of them has his share, there would merely re- 
sult the striking of an average, sind not, as I have 
said Is actually the case, the creation of new char- 
acteristics." Lo 'Bon goes further to say: 


"Different causes determine the appearance of 


theso characteristics peculiar to crowds, and not 
possessed by Isolated Individuals. Tho Jirjt, is that 
the individual forming part of n. crowd acquires, 
solely from numerical considerations, a sentiment of 
invincible power which allows him to yield to In- 
stincts which, had ho been alone, he would per- 
force have kept under restraint He will be the less 
disposed to check himself from the consideration 
that, a crowd being anonymous, and In consequence 
irresponsible, the sentiment of responsibility which 
always controls Individuals disappears entirely. • 


"Tha second cause, which is contagion, also In- 


. twvoncs to determine tho manifesta'tion in crowds 
of their special characteristics, and at the same time 
the trend they aro to take. Contagion is a phe- 
nomenon of which it is easy to establish the pres- 
ence, but that it IB not easy to explain. It must bo 
classed among those phenomena of a hypnotic 
order." 


According to Le Bon, hypnotic power is evidenced 


in a crowd and this might have been largely to blame 
for the varied attendance at the different perform- 
ances in the motion picture theater. 


"The most careful observations seem to prove that 


an individual immersed for some length of time in 
a crowd In action soon finds himself—either in con- 
sequence of the magnetic influence given out by 
the crowd, or from some other cause of which we 
are ignorant—in a special, state, which much re- 
sembles the state of fascination in which the hypno- 
tised Individual finds himself in the hands of the 
.hynotlser." Pi-ofessor Le Bon has said. 


It might be. according to his beliefs, that a hypno- 


tic influence was exerted upon a certain number of 
persons by a group of those planning to attend and 
thus creating an added stimulus arid desire to be at 
tho opening night performance of this motion pic- 
ture theater. The element of suggestion, the weapon 
of tho modern psychologist also enters Into the mat- 
ter and La Bon hints that suggestion could have 
been the cause of the phenomenon. 


"Under the Influence of a suggestion, an individual 


will undertake the accomplishment of certain acts 
with Irresistible impetuosity. This impetuosity is tho 
more irresistible In the case of crowds than in that 
of the hypnotised subject, from the fact that, the ' 
suggestion being the snme for all the Individuals of 
the crowd. It gains in strength by- reciprocity," he 
said. 


"The Individualities in the crowd who mijht pos- 


a personality auftlcieaUy .iron* to re«Ut the 


suggestion are too few in number to struggle against 
the current. At the utmost,, they may be able to 
attempt a diversion by means of different sugges- 
tions. It is this way, for instance, that a happy ex- 
pression, an image opportunely evoked, have oc- 
casionally deterred crowds from the most blood- 
thirsty, acts or any other form of act," he continued. 


"We see, then, that the disappearanee of the con- 


scious personality, the predominance of tho uncon- 
scious personality, the turning by means of sug- 
gestion and contagion of feelings and ideas in an 
Identical direction, the tendency to immediately 
transform the suggested ideas into acts; these, we 
see, are the principal characteristics of the individ- 
ual forming part of a crowd. He is no longer him- 
self, but has become an automaton who lias ceased 
to be guided by his will. 


"Moreover, by the mere fact that he forms part of 


an organized crowd a man descends several riings 
in tho ladder of civilization. Isolated, he may be a 
cultivated individual; in a crowd he is a barbarian— 
that is, a creature acting by Instinct. He possesses- 
the spontaneity, the violence, the ferocity, and also 
the enthusiasm and heroism of primitive beings 
whom he further tends to resemble by the facility 
with which he allows himself to be impressed by 
words and images—which would bo entirely without 
action on each'of the isolated Individuals composing 


One of the most remarkable results of the many 


that have characterized the unprecedented world 
war is the strange case of aphasia suffered by 
Colonel C. J. Mercereau of Toronto, Ontario. 
' Colonel Mercereau went to the front with the first 
contingent of.Canadian troops. 
At that time he 


^poka French fluently, but spoke little English. 
Since his return from the war ho has been unablo 
to speak or understand any French whatever, but 
can speak English with facility.

87, 
one of the mc%t<herolo of French 
soldiers/ , m'ortally

Glory on August 3. 


Dumas probably hold the fight- 


Ing record of France.

He fought 
Rgalh In 3,870 and at Intervals 
Inter, in. Southern Algeria, .Tunis 
oh the,.Ivory Coast, In tho Sudan, 
the Gaboons, Moroccan Frontier 
and In the Transvaal.

At the age of 66, Dumas tried 
to join the French army, mobil- 
izing: for the 33 ur op dan war. He 
was refused on account .of his 
ago. 
He promptly 
Joined 
tho 
Belgians and'\vas t&l<en prisoner 
by. the Germans. ;Ho escaped, 
fought in the Bat,tie of the Marne 
and was wounded six times. Then 
he fought in the Dardanelles and 
later In the Vardar Valley, where 
ho was wounded again. Having 
long previously proved his fight- 
ing ability to tho French author- 
ities, ho fought next at Verdun, 
where he was again wounded. Ho 
jomed h}g. regiment In time to 
take part in the Somme offensive 
and received hia' nineteenth' and 
last wound in the .terrific strug- 
gle in .the'village of Glory. 
Here is the. epitaph which his 
comrades-in-arms have subscrib- 
ed to the veteran hero: 
"Captain Dumas, after a life of 
honor and loyalty on August 3 
died for France—the 
death ho 


had always desired."

THE FUTURE OF RAILROADS. 


In ihc hearings of the joint Congressional committc to 


nvestigate ihe subjecl of railroad regulation, Mr. Alfred I . 
Thorn, attorney for the railway executives' advisory com- 
mittee, made this statement: 


The railroads of the United Slates are confronled 


with ihe necessity of raising $1,250,000.000 each 
year for ihc next ten years or twelve to enable them 
lo keep pace with the growing needs of commerce. 
Mr. Thorn also stated that to ihis enormous amount ol 


new capilal must be added $250,000.000 more to refund 
outstanding debts. This means that the railroads must pro- 
vide, if they meet the needs of the country, $15,000,- 
000,000 within the next ten years for new lines and equip- 
ment. 
Thus attention is called in a forceful way to the 


greal urgency of prompt and efficient methods in clearing 
up the present handicaps of ihe railroads due to unwise 
and inadequate regulatory laws. 
It also goes far in ex- 


plaining the desire of railroad executives lo see the regu- 
lation business centralized in the federal government. 
Mr. 


Julius Kruttschnilt, chairman of the board of the Southern 
Pacific, who is now in California, has urged federal control 
lo the exclusion of the individual and unrelated controj_"of 
(he several State commissions. Practically all of the rail- 
way executives of ihe country have taken the same attilude. 
The chairman of the joint committee. Senator Newlands, 
was quoted in these columns a few days ago as holding 
with a preference for federal incorporation over federal 
ownership, one or the other being, in the opinion of Senator 
Newlands, immediately necessary. 


Mr. Thorn 
presented the committee wilh the salient 


points of the tentative idea entertained by the railroads as 
to rcgulalion. They were as follows: 


1. 
The 'entire power and 
duty of rcgulalion 


should be in the hands of the Naliona! Government 
except as lo matters so essentially local and incidental 
that they cannot be used to interfere wilh the effi- 
ciency of the service or the just rights of ihe, carriers. 


.2. 
As one of ihe means of accomplishing jhis a 


system of Federal incorporation should be adopted 
into which should be brought-all railroad corporations 
engaged in interstate or foreign commerce. 


3. 
Reorganizalion of the Interstate Commerce 


Commission and the creation of a new Federal Rail- 
road Commission and regional commissions subor- 
dinate to it. 


4. 
The Interstate Commerce Commission to have 


power to prescribe minimum rates. 


5. 
The power of the commission to suspend rates 


should be confined lo sixty days from the time the 
tariff is. filed, instead of ten months, as at present. 


6. The Federal Government should have the ex- 


clusive governmental power to supervise the issuance 
of securities by interstate carriers. 
These suggestions may be considerably modified by 


counter'opinions introduced into the present investigation. 
Bui they represent what the railroads believe necessary lo 
permit ihe successful conduct of their business in the future. 
In view of the fact that the railroads must spend a billion 
and a,half dollars each year during the next len years 
to give the country adequate rail service they are cnlitled 
lo the fullest consideration.'

POLICE AND FIREMEN FORCES) 
TO PUT UP FOR EXPOSITION

AN \FRANCISCO, Dec. 2.— 
When San 
Francisco was 


active in raising money for 
the Panama-Pacific Exposi- 
tion P. H. McCarthy was 
mayor. He was also a direc- 
tor of the exposition and 
properly 
anxious that the 


city 
should 
make a good 


showing. It is only fair to 
assume that he was desirous 
of the city's employees show- 


ing their public spirit. Certain it is that somebody 
was thus concerned, for it is disclosed through suits 
that are now being brought that the 860 policemen 
the 800 firemen in a body, and more or less of th» 
employees of the other municipal departments, sub- 
scribed for stock in the exposition company. The 
amount which each took was ten shares, at $10 a 
share, with time to pay. They took so much time 
that the exposition management has now begun 
suits to recover the balances. A batch of twenty- 
five judgments, upon which wages have been gar- 
nisheed, have arrived at the auditor's office. All 
these except one show payment in part. The batch 
is but preliminary, as all who are in arrears will be 
sued. There is a good deal of gnashing of teeth over 
it. The army of delinquents are not averse to ex- 
plaining that their subscriptions were not volun- 
tary. They say it was hinted that any who did not 
see their way to becoming a stockholder in the 
greatest exposition that ever was pulled off might 
not. find themselves popular with their jobs. The 
city control at that time was rather summary, a, fact 
that all who had part in it fully realized, and so it 
was that the stockholders in the exposition em- 
braced the roster of pretty much the entire city 
police force, firemen and many from other depart- 
ments, though for some reason the subscriptions 
were not as general in other departments. Police- 
men receive $120 a month, and the hisrh cost of liv- 
ing has supervened, so that many of them no doubt 
have found it difficult to keep up payments. It is 
being arranged to permit them to make small 
monthly payments, which will avoid 
taking 
the 


whole out o£ one month's salary. At the time the 
policemen subscribed for the shares John Martin 
was chief. 
The "Aida" Muddle 


The muddle over the assets and liabilities of the 


open-air production of "Aida" is as far from clear- 
ing as ever. Lloyd's, which insured the production 
against the elements, losing by three-tenths of an 
inch of moisture; is apparently awaiting action 
from the beneficiaries, or some one interested in 
having the matter settled up. At least, no move 
has been made by that concern. The beneficiaries 
are the Youth's Directory and San Juan Bautista 
Mission restoration, represented by Father Crowley 
and Mrs. Tucker; respectively. According to figures 
furnished by Auditor Boyle, the excess of expendi- 
tures over'receipts amounts to $25,279.47. It is a 
simple matter of arithmetic to deduce from this 
that, upon the payment of the $26,000 of insurance 
which Lloyd's underwrote, there would be a deficit 
of $279.47. But 
there are complications. • • These 


consist in what may be termed salvage. When the 
weather prevented the performance as had been 
arranged, and the projectors abandoned any attempt 
to pull it off through fear that it might vitiate the ' 
insurance, the underwriters took it up and gave a 
show in the auditorium. A great many tickets had 
been sold for the original performance. These were 
honored as far as presented at the auditorium per- 
formance. 
The underwriters represent that 
the 


value of these tickets should be counted off 
as 


against their liability. This, together with profits 
from the program advertising, amounts to $10,- 
407.70, which would leave $14,592.30 liability. The 
insurer is ready to pay this, but the insured de- 
mands the entire amount named in the policy, and 
the prospect is that nothing but a legal adjudication 
will settle it. Meantime bills in the sum of some 
$19,000 anxiously await, besides claims to the ex- 
tent of $6000 for money advanced. This is due, 
$3000 to Mayor Rolph, $2000 to Father Crowley and 
$1000 to Mrs. Tucker. This money was advanced 
at the last minute in order to pull off the show at 
the auditorium, the artists refusing to go on Math- 
out their money in hand. If the contentions of the 
Lloyd agents prevail, the creditors will get about 60 
cents on the dollar. The net result of this enter- 
prise will undoubtedly be to make unpopular here- 
after any proposition by stray promoters to hang a 
show on a charity under representations that it is 
to be a benefit. 
Rumor About Gallagher 


There is a rumor abroad to the effect that Super- 


visor Gallagher is to resign, to go up higher. "Up 
higher" in this connection means the 
Board of 


Harbor Commissioners. These commissioners hold 
at the pleasure of the" governor. The rumor con- 
nects Lieutenant-Governor Stephens with a desire 
to break into San Francisco—to build a fence here 
for his gubernatorial campaign—and that he is 
willing, when he gets into power, to appoint Gal- 
lagher to a place on the board in consideration of 
Gallagher's assistance in fence construction. It is 
looked upon as a foxy move, taking account of the 
fact that San Francisco is considered by Mayor 
Rolph as his particular preserve. 
Gallagher and 


the mayor have, been in and out in political alliance, 
and while there is no positive enmity at this particu- 
lar time, there is still little or no political consan- 
guinity. The supervisor has a considerable follow- 
ing, though hardly as much as he once had, and 
should the -rumor prove true the mayor will have 
fresh cause for worry. Gallagher- has about worked 
the supervisorship pay streak out. His gasoline 
move was merely a casting about to realize on his 
political capital. But the defeat of the jitney meas- 
ure was a'sore disappointment. With jitneys run- 
ning up and down Market without let or hindrance, 
the gasoline business would have been ever so much 
better than with them restricted. The prospect is 
that after the first of the year they will be restricted 
closer than they are now. Tha automobile men 
themselves are moving, having come to a realiza- 
tion .that reckless jitney business is injuring the 
salevand more legitimate use of the automobile. In- 
vestigation has disclosed that a very large per cent 


—put by some as high as ninety—of the jitneys in 
this city are hired. The investigations have even 
disclosed the particulars. The regular rental for an 
automobile for jitney purposes is $3 a day, in ad- 
vance, the renter * to furnish his own gas. The 
further restrictions proposed are to require jitneys 
to have regular routes, which are not to be cut; also 
to observe a severe set of regulations, and. gen- 
erally to strictly obey rules intended to safeguard 
the public. The rumor that Gallagher may go on 
the Harbor Board considerably perturbs the big 
railroad companies, at least one of which con- 
templates extensive improvements on its water- 
front holdings. 
The Mayor Isn't Going 


It never came out where the mayor had planned 


to go when he 'applied for a month's leave," and now 
he is not going anywhere, having withdrawn his 
application for leave. The prospect of Chairman 
Power of the finance committee sitting in his chair 
appears to have been more than he could stand, and 
when it was disclosed that Power would sit in a 
bower if he was installed as presiding officer, a 
considerable sum having been raised to deck out the 
surroundings in floral garnishment, the mayor and 
his advisers scented a political move and there was 
nothing doing at all. For the bee is buzzing Avith a 
fierceness .in the mayor's bonnet, and every move is 
taken to have some bearing upon his aspirations. 
Those who are closest to him lose no opportunity 
to keep him keyed up. He has an idea firmly im- 
planted that has destiny is to become the governor 
of California. His body-guard and unofficial premier 
are careful .not to disturb this idea, though some of 
them smile' over it. The mayor appears to rely on ' 
the governor to. help him through. . The fact that 
the governor doesn't say nay or make an adverse 
sign is accepted as indicating that he is favorable. 
But all who understand the governor realize how 
much he is figuring to get into the mayor's fight 
two years hence. 
Symphonies Not Materializing 


, A month ago The Knave reviewed the situation 
as to symphonies and found from the 
announce- 


ments that San Francisco was to have this class 
of music galore. There Avas the 
San Francisco 


symphony, with Hertz as director; 
the Philhar- 


monic, Avith a prospect of Bendix| as director, and 


. Sokoloff, backed by Mrs. Casserly. 
But 
one of 


these has come through. Hertz has given concerts 
Avith great success. Sokoloff announced his season 
to open with'.an orchestra of sixty-five November 
28. 'But since his announcement nobody has heard . 
of his enterprise, and no visible effort has been 
made to assemble the necessary musicians for the 
performances. The Philharmonic did not set a date 
for the initial performance, and it is yet undecided 
Avhen it -will open its season. Bendix is ready to 
come at any time, but there seems a lack of backing. 
Also a movement to grvje. municipal concerts at the 
auditorium has rather upset things. This movement 
has been fostered by a committee of twenty, Avhich 
has formulated a plan for a series of concerts. with 
Frederick Hiller as conductor. It'is expected'the 
plan will be put up to the Board of Supervisors 
Monday night. If the decision is in favor of free 
concerts at the expense of the city it Avill take the 
Avind out of the sails of other enterprises of that 
nature. The San Francisco Symphony has crowded 
the Cort theater, but of course that is not suf- 
ficient to pay expenses, and indeed, isn't expected 
to be. It met AA'ith a considerable counter attrac- 
tion in McCormick, Avhose concerts 
Avere given 


coincident]y and Avho is always a great draAving 
card. The prospect of all the music that was out- • 
lined seems to have drawn to the city musicians 
till there is a great overplus. Any serious attempt 
made to give symphony or other concerts on a 
large scale that will require a number of instru- 
mentalists Avould find no difficulty in filling out the- 
quota. But symphony concerts are never relied 
upon to pay their Avay, and unless some one comes 
to the front Avho is Avilling to stand the considerable 
expense for the sake of the art uplift there is not 
much prospect of ne\v enterprises of this nature be- 
ing started. 
A Familiar Name 
i 


All Avho have gone pleasuring in Marin county in 


days past and up to comparative recent times have 
been more or less familiar with Pastori's. Pastori 
as a cook was famous for getting up dishes and din- 
ners, Avhichi Avere served in arbors at his little bosky 
resort a Avays out from San Rafael. Madame Pas- 
tori Avas an important part of the establishment, 
and both are Avell remembered as host and hostess.

It is a famous land- 
mark. A generation has been familiar with the 
expression, "Meet you- at 
Lotta's fountain." 
A 


tablet states that it Avas erected in 1875, just forty 
years ago. It is of a gimcrack order of architec- 
ture, totally lacking in dignity as a work of art, but 
it has been cherished as a memento of a personage 
famous to the San Francisco of earlier daysj and 
later to the world at large. Periodically until more 
recent times a barricade was erected around it and 
maintained there for weeks together while "artists" 
were engaged in redecorating it. No charge Avas 
ever made for this work, the remuneration coming 
from the publicity advantage that resulted 
from

covering the inclosure Avith advertisements.^ When 
this inclosing structure had been maintained as long 
as those who had permission dared keep it there, 
it would be removed and the fountain would emerge, 
resplendant in colors and gilt. But latterly this has 
not been done, and the cast-iron structure, has be- 
come shabby, the joints opening and the whole show- 
ing decrepitude. 
Undoubtedly 'the wear and tear 


it has received from boys using it as a coign of 
vantage when the score of the Avorld series was be- 
, ing posted, and on other occasions Ayhen bulletins 
Avere put up, has told -upon it. But it stood the 
great fire of 1906 v/ithout injury, though , every 
structure in the vicinity \vas destroyed. -It will re- 
quire a good deal of refurbishing and some repair if 
it is to continue in a presentable shape, or if it is to 
endure at all. 
Explanation of McAdoo's Visit 


The Washington Post, a paper that generally 


prints the unusual and imvard thing that is going 
on in politics, gives an interesting explanation of . 
Secretary McAdoo's visit to the Pacific Coast. It 
cites Cato Sells as authority. Cato Sells is the 
United States .Commissioner of Indian Affairs, and 
is just returning from an official tour of the Da- 
kotas, Nebraska, Minnesota, Montana, Wyoming 
and the Pacific States, Avhich consumed six months. 
Sells Avas formally intervieAved in Chicago, and the 
interAaeAv as published is considered the first gun in 
the boom of Secretary McAdoo for the presidency 
in 1920. The commissioner -found that Avhile the - 
popularity of President Wilson "dvershadoAved 
'everybody everywhere," he constantly met enthus- 
iastic admirers of Secretary McAdoo. "The Mc- 
Adoo sentiment is so apparent that if the next Dem- 
ocratic President Avas to be chosen now it is my 
opinion that he Avould certainly be the Secretary of 
the Treasury." It is declared that throughout the 
entire Avest McAdoo is given credit for much of the 
progressive legislation enacted during the last four 
years. "He is regarded as a constructive statesman 
of exceptional ability, courage and human sympa- 
thy. The Avest Avants him for President." This is 
an entirely new angle, and since California is di- 
rectly included in-the clamoring States, and since 
McAdoo is here, declaring his visit has no official 
significance, we are entitled to be interested. We 
are likely to be a little surprised, also. We are 
bound to regard it as'news that he aspires to the 
White House at all, and must credit him Avith being 
forehanded in beginning to build fences so prompt- 
ly.

Row Over Hospital Wprk 


An exact idea of the trouble over the iron~work 


upon the city hospital may not be obtained f horn, the 
published accounts. The general statement is made 
that it is due to the contractors failing to observe a 
requirement regarding temporary flooring of frame 
Avork as it proceeds. There is a State laAV requiring 
this to be done for the protection of workmen. If 
housesmiths Avho may be engaged in putting together 
steel frames lose their foothold and fall, this plank- 
ing is for the purpose of catching them, after they 
have fallen a single story. The law is practically a 
dead letter as to itp literalness. Contractors gener- 
ally lay a floor immediately under the story that is 
under Avay, Avhich they move up as the erectiori pro- 
ceeds. Open-shop contractors,'however, are liable to 
trouble Avhen they fail to floor every story and leave 
the flooring in place till the job shall have been cpinr 
pleted. The charge against the .contractors as pub- 
lished is that they have not laid this flooring on work 
under Avay. It Avould appear from the reading, that 
work was arrested right at the point Avhere the floor- 
ing had been omitted. As a matter of fact, the floor- 


„ Ing was omitted on a wing the steel work for Avhich 


had been completed before the ..objection was made, 
and the contractors were at work on another wing. 
The demand Avas made that the contractors go back 
and lay these floorings that had been omitted, not- 
withstanding that they cannot be needed for protec- 
tion of Avorkmen, Avho.had finished their work and 
g-one away from that part of the building. 
A Political Missionary 


Real Republicans here, Avho have not done much 


since election but grin and bear it, and who cannot 
do much else for the time being, are taking account 
of the departure for the east of Chester -Rowell. 
Chester goes, as is announced Avith some pomp, Avith 
the avowed purpose "to preach everywhere his_pet 
propaganda for progressivizing the Republican 
party." The less grandiloquent understanding is 
that he goes to explain to Republicans in the east 
how it happened that Johnson was elected as Senator 
on the Republican ticket by a plurality of some 296,- 
000, while Hughes was defeated as President on the 
Republican ticket by some 4000 plurality. But as to 
th.e avowed purpose of the Fresno editor's journey 
east there is room for discussion. The Republican s 
party- of California was "progressiyized" in the re- 
cent campaign, and if he is on a missionary tour^he 
can point to results here.

at work." 
Herrmann admitted that the -national 
commission had taken up the question of 
extending the baseball contract so as 
to Include the entire twelve months in- 
etead of tho playing season.

in order to give, the magnates control 
over the players all the time and would 
have tended to eliminate -\barnstornilnt; 
tours, winter basketball, hockey nnd the 
other sports to which 
the 
magnates 
have objected on the ground that thoy 
unfitted players for baseball nnd in some 
cases resulted In serious Injury to stars. 
The commission., however, according to 
Herrmann, decided not to include this 
in the new contract. 
While the new form of cotract will bo 
proseted to the National and American 
leagues this will be purely a matter or 
form, us the national commission has 
authority to fix the 
form of contract. 
Herrmann said that the detail of the 
contract would be drawn up tonight but 
that probably there would be no cnange 


i lu the outline he presented. These con- 
tracts will be presented to the players 
Just as soon as they are completed and 
It Is assumed that the question o( peace 
or war In baseball will rest on how the 
players fraternity view the contracts. 
Herrmann refused in any way to dis- 
cuss or answer any questions as to the 
possibility-of a clash with the players.

From Professor Popa ot the University 


of California, who is the spokesman of 
:ho 
California, 
leaders in the present 


movement for peaoe-by-petltlon, we learn 
that there is "specific 
encouragement" 


for the movement from "a considerable 
number of membors 'of Parliament." He 
names Bryco, Morley, Burns, Trevelyan, 
Snowden and Lowes Dickinson. He Bays 
also that "the Union of Democratic Con- 
trol in England Is circulating a peti- 
tion calling upon the government to state 
its terms of peace and to open nego- 
tiations at the earliest possible oppor- 
tunity." How about all this? Lord Mor- 
ley is va pacificist who withdrew from the 
British.. Cabinet at the outbreak, of the 
war. 
Burns, Trevelyan and Lowes Dick- 


inson are pacificists. 
As for Snowden. 


his pacificism is so pronounced that it 
has been characterized In tha British 
press as treason to his country. And 
when I say that these men are pacificists 
1 mean that they are so much in favor of 
peace, as 


proof. To take up this movement, loo! 
at It from all sides, weigh the worth o 
the men-who are prominent In it—in 
world, to crltlclzQ It, is to be tarred Im 
mediately . with the black stick of BUS 
plclon. We all love peace. Wo all wan 
to eee Europe at peace. - indeed, many o 
us who. don't talk much about it pray 
for that consummation, every 
Sunday 


when we go to church. But to hesitate 
when impulsive peace apostles rush Into 
direct action'is Immediately to incur, the 
clorge of loving -war and hating peace. 
Not to see eye to eyo with the '^for- 
ward-looking, 
enthusiasts 
who 
have 


schemes-for Imposing peace on the war- 
ring nations la to invite the accusation 
that you prefer munition-prosperity to 
peace. 
Try to point out to these propa- 


gandists that the .nations of Europe—or 
sum of them—are making war for the pur- 
pose of enforcing peace and you aro an- 
swered with a sneering smile. For these 
peace propagandists are not the most tol- 
erant people In tho world; and the more 
peace-loving they aro In their, professions 
the more furiously angry they are apt to 
get when you refuse to swallow their pro- 
jects whole. And yet the Ford apostles 
Of peace were Just as enthusiastic, Just as 
confident ot success and Just as Insistent
